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REMARKS. 


The  County  Commissioners  in  submitting  the  fore- 
going Report  would  say  that  agreeably  to  a  vote  of  the 
County  Convention  of  March  1,  1872,  authorizing  the 
expenditure  of  ten  thousand  dollars  for  building  purposes 
on  the  County  Farm,  we  have  erected  a  House  72  1-2  feet 
in  length  by  30  feet  in  width,  with  an  L  of  50  feet  in  length 
by  3(>  feet  in  width,  two  stories  high  with  attics  finished 
in  both  with  a  good  substantial  brick  and  stone  basement 
under  the  whole  structure.  The  whole  has  been  construct- 
ed with  reference  to  the  comfort  of  the  inmates,  and  con- 
venience of  the  Superintendent  and  Family.  In  the  base- 
ment is  a  large  cistern  with  force-pump  capable  of  throwing 
water  to  any  part  of  the  House.  Steam  is  us«-d  for  heating 
the  House  and  Jail  and  is  found  to  be  a  superior  method 
of  heating,  and  is  giving  the  best  of  sati.-fartion.  The 
Barn  is  60  feet  in  length  by  42  in  width,  substantially 
built,  with  cellar  under  the  whole.  The  whole  has  been 
built  at  a  cost  of  $600,  less  than  the  sum  appropriated. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Paupers  have  been  kept  at 
two' different  places  during  the  past  year  and  the  incon- 
veniance  attending  the  same,  the  cost  of  support  has  been 
slightly  increased;  the  expense  of  each  per  week  being 
$1 11,  'while  the  cost  of  supporting  the  external  poor  has 
been  some  $3,000  less  than  the  previous  year.  The 
County  Convention  last  June  authorized  the  expenditure 
of  a  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000,  for  the  purchase  of  wood 
and  timber  land.  The  Commissioners  with  the  advice  of 
a  Committee  chosen  by  the  County  Convention  have  pur- 
chased a  lot  of  wood  land  at  a  cost  of  $3,000. 

We  have  secured  the  services  of  W.  S.  Woodman  for 
Superintendent  of  our  County  Institution  with  his  estim- 
ahle  Wife  for  another  year,  which  is  a  sufficient  guar- 
antee for  its  judicious  management  in  the  future.
